1 . Iain the same ALAN BRIAN PORTER who made the Declaration dated 1 9 March 1 997 
filed in respect of this application. The following statement of facts and the 
accompanying exhibits are made and given from my own firsthand knowledge. 

2. In August 1995 efforts were made to obtain the signature of Robert John Mabbott 
(hereinafter "Mabbott") to the prior application Serial No. 08/454334, He refused to sign 
that application (as has already been documented) and shortly afterwards left the 
company ISO Developments Ltd. ("ISO"). 

3. In November 1995 I learnt that Mabbott was believed to be living in Palma, Majorca, an 
island off the Spanish mainland. I instructed a Spanish lawyer Miss Silvia Rodriguez in 
Palma to try to find Mabbott. A copy of my letter to Miss Rodriguez dated 22 November 
1995 is attached as Exhibit 1 . My wish to establish his whereabouts at that time was 
because he owed mc personally a substantial sum of money (£80,000). Attached as 
Exhibit 2 is a second letter dated 28 November 1995 to Miss Rodriguez. 

4. In December 1995 I learnt that Mabbott was operating from an office in Palma. Exhibit 
3 is a copy of a fax message to Miss Rodriguez dated 1 9.12.95 giving her details of this. 
However, Miss Rodriguez was not able to trace Mabbott at this address or elsewhere on 
the island. A private detective was employed, but had no success, as stated in Exhibit 5 
below. 

5. In January 1 996 I consulted my UK lawyers, Balderston Warren, for advice as to how to 
show that I had taken all reasonable steps to trace Mabbott. A copy of their letter dated 
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19 January 1996 is attached as Exhibit 4 . 

6. On 1 February 1 996 I spoke by telephone to Miss Rodriguez and sent her a letter, 
attached as Exhibit 5 . This referred to the abortive efforts of the private detective over 
a period of 3 to 4 weeks. In this letter I instructed Miss Rodriguez to place an 
advertisement in the English language newspaper published in Majorca, as my UK 
solicitors had recommended. 

7. Also as recommended by Balderston Warren I wrote to Mabbotts* parents in Bedford. 
A copy of my letter to them dated 1 February 1996 is attached as F^ibit 6. A the same 
time I wrote again to Mabbott himself at his last known UK address, namely 3 Lincoln 
Court, Tennyson Road, Bedford. A copy of this letter dated 1 February 1996 is attached 
as Exhibit 7 . The letter was sent by "Recorded Delivery". Exhibit 8 is a copy of the 
envelope for that letter, franked 1 February 1996 and returned by the postal authorities 
on 14 February 1996 marked "not called for". 

8. An advertisement was placed in a newspaper local to Mabbott's address in Bedford. 
Exhibit 9 is a copy of that advertisement in "Bedfordshire on Sunday" dated 4 February 
1 996. The message is in the first column. 

9. An advertisement was also placed in one of the UK's national newspapers 'The Daily 
Telegraph". A copy of the advertisement in the paper published on 3 February 1996 is 
attached as Exhibit 1Q . The message is in the "Personal" column. 

10. Exhibit 1 1 is a copy of the fax transmission report to the Majorcan newspaper dated 
1 February 1996 and the text of the advertisement. 

11. The advertisement in "The Daily Telegraph" did produce one response, from a 
Mrs Elizabeth Dobbie, in Majorca. Exhibit 12 is a copy of her facsimile letter to mc 
dated 5 February 1996. This has faded with time but gave an address for Mabbott's 
parents in Bedford. 
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Exhibit 1 3 is a copy of my reply to Mrs Dobbie dated 6 February 1996. In this letter I 
refer also to a telephone call from Mabbott's sister, Mrs Knight. Her son, in Germany, 
was understood to be seeing Mabbott that week and would pass on my message. 
Whether that meeting took place I know not. In any event I received no further 
communication from any of the parties involved. 

12. By the end of February 1996 I had exhausted all the avenues available to me to contact 
Mabbott, and had followed through all the recommendations of my lawyers Balderston 
Warren. 

In September 1996 when it became necessary to enter the national phase of the 
International patent application PCT/GB95/00601 nothing had changed. I had received 
no further communication from any of my contacts. I had concluded that Mabbott had 
deliberately tried to "disappear", perhaps not surprisingly in view of the large sum of 
money owed to me, and that the members of his family were not able or willing to be co- 
operative. Believe me, if I had been able to trace him or had any idea as to his 
whereabouts 1 would have pursued him. 

At a meeting on 5 September 1996 with my patent attorney Roger Thomson of W P 
Thompson & Co he explained to me the requirement that diligent efforts must be made 
to obtain the signature of the inventor to the application papers for the USA. I explained 
the circumstances to him and it was concluded that in view of the massive effort made 
to trace Mabbott just a few months earlier it would be inappropriate to go through all 
those procedures again, particularly in view of the fact that it was reasonable to draw the 
conclusion, from the facts, that Mabbott was taking positive measures not to be found.

7. It is important that Mr Mabbott (and Mr Bloom) remain unaware of our fTorts to find them. 
If they realise what we are trying t d f Mr Mabb tt will disappear one more. I regret that it is 
therefore important for your staff or private detective to approach Mr Mabbott without warning 
and to deliver the documents at that time. This may involve waiting for him to appear. Naturally 
should I obtain information as to where he is (in Palma or abroad) I will advise you. It is 
obviously important for Mr Mabbott to be given the documents personally rather than simply 
leaving them at an address or with a person who promises to pass them on. 

8. The help that I seek of you is therefore as follows: 

a) That you act as my representative in Palma on this matter. 

b) That you, or a private detective, finds Mr Mabbott and serves on him the documents 
involved. 

c) Once the documents are served upon him, he should be allowed up to two hours to 
obtain the money and pay it to you. The payment must be in cash or by way of Bankers Draft - in 
other words in some form that cannot be interfered with or cancelled such as a cheque (which 
can be cancelled before it is cleared through the bank). There may be other methods of payment 
available in Palma in which case you can require payment in whatever other form is possible. It 
is vital however that whatever form of payment Is used, it is impossible to cancel it or vary it 
once it is paid to you. The money should be payable to me personally (Alan B Porter) unless 
there are reasons why it should be paid to you, with you then paying it on to me. 

d) To be honest I do not believe that Mr Mabbott will be able to pay at all, and aim st 
certainly not within two hours of the Demand Notice being served. I am therefore expecting to 
take over his shares. It is the shareholding that is important It is for this reason that I am 
keeping the time available for finding the money to a short period (two hours). The longer the 
time available to him, the more opportunity he has of obtaining the money - and that is not my 
preferred solution. 

9. There will be a second envelope to hand over to Mr Mabbott This contains a letter to 
him advising and requesting him to avoid action or work which is forbidden under his 
Employment Agreement with us. I also enclose a copy of this documentor your informati n. 
No reply is required from him to this particular letter. However it needs to be given to him at th 
same time as the Demand Notice for the loan repayment

a) Are you able to assist and to make the required arrangements? 

b) Can you estimate the charges involved? 

c) Are you content with the information given above and contained within the documents 
attached?

We have a small but. growing business in Palma 
with some Majorcan colleagues and this may well spread to mainland Spain. Accordingly we 
would obviously be interested in working with you at a later date should we need Spanish 
lawyers to assist us.

Dear Alan 
Bob Mabbott 

I refer to our meeting yesterday. 

As discussed, I set out in this letter the steps which I believe you should 
take in order to show that all reasonable steps have been taken to track 
down Bob in order to serve your Demand upon him. 

In the first instance, I think it is probably wise for you to send a general 
letter to his last known home address, stating in the letter that there are 
matters of mutual interest which you need to discuss with him with 
regard to I.S.O. Developments Limited, setting out a date by which he 
should contact you. At the same time, you should send a copy of that 
letter in a sealed envelope, together with a letter addressed to his 
parents, asking that they forward the envelope on, again stating that it 
is to discuss matters of mutual interest in relation to I.S.O. 
Developments Limited. 

A notice should be placed in a paper circulating in Mallorca, where you 
believe he may spend some of his time, and also in the UK, again 
requesting him to contact you by a certain date and requesting anybody 
knowing of his whereabouts to ask him to contact you. 

If and when you are contacted, you should then make your demand 
either verbally on the telephone, if possible in front of witnesses and 
recorded, or preferably in writing by fax or letter, stating that you are 
making demand upon him for the payment of moneys due to you plus 
interest and any costs which you might have incurred, stating the time 
by which the money is to be received. You should also state in a letter 
that time is of the essence.

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If, in the unlikely event of Bob being in funds, the moneys are received 
by you or your bank after the time specified, then either you should 
return the same to him or you should instruct your bank to return the 
same. 

I believe that if Bob has not contacted you by the time set down in the 
letters and notices, it would be perfectly in order for you to serve a 
Demand upon him at his last known address and, following no response, 
to transfer the shares into your name. 

Since our meeting yesterday, one further thought occurred to me. As 
well as putting an advert in the national newspapers in the UK, I think 
it would also be a wise precaution to place a similar notice in a local 
paper circulating in the Bedford area, possibly one of the free 
newspapers that seem to proliferate these days. 

If I can be of any further assistance, please do not hesitate to contact 
me.

Dear Miss Rodriguez 

I refer to our telephone conversation this morning (1st February 1996). I am grateful of your 
telephone call, particularly when you are ill. 

As discussed, I confirm that I have spoken to my UK Solicitors once more in view of the 
continuing difficulty that your private detective has had in trying to find Mr Mabbott. 

It has been decided that we simply cannot let matters continue bearing in mind that the private 
detective has been looking for him for some three to four weeks in Palma but with no success. It 
seems quite possible that he will not achieve success in the foreseeable future. Accordingly we 
now move to another method of bringing this matter to conclusion. I am placing advertisements 
in the local and national papers in the UK requesting Mr Mabbott to contact me as a matter of 
urgency before mid-day on Friday 9th February 1996. I am also writing to him at his home 
address and sending a copy of that letter to his parents' address asking them to contact him as 
soon as possible so that he contacts me by the date and time suggested. 

I would be grateful if you would please place the enclosed advertisement in the English language 
newspaper that you mentioned with a publication date as soon as possible and I understand that 
you will carry through this task. 

If Mr Mabbott does not contact me through the advertisements or letters that I have written, and 
coupling this to the earlier efforts that we have made to try and find him, we will then have done 
verythrng that we possibly could to bring this matter to conclusion by way of trying to contact 
him. My Solicitors advise that once we have reached this position, I am at liberty to transfer Mr 
Mabbott's shares to my own name as provided for within the agreement. 

If Mr Mabbott contacts me, I will advise him of the situation and serve upon him the demand for 
immediate repayment. It is my intention to ask him to pay the money to you by way of "cleared 
funds" and that this payment should reach you by a particular time and date of which I will 
advise you as and when I have spoken to Mr Mabbott. I understand that you have arrangements 
in Spain whereby such payment can be made to you without any danger of the payment being 
"stopped" (you will appreciate that a cheque on a normal bank account can be issued to you but 
stopped by Mr Mabbott at his bank and this is a situation that we must avoid). I understand that 
you are agreeable to this procedure.

Accordingly, please be kind enough to place the enclosed advertis merit in the pap r that y u 
suggest as soon as possible. Also please advise me by fax of the details that I need to pass to 
Mr Mabbott to ensure that the right procedures are followed. I presume that there is a Spanish 
name for the correct procedure and documentation that he should complete and it would be 
helpful to know this from you so that I may advise him as to exactly what is required. I will 
advise him to make such payment to your firm (the payment papers being made payable to your 
firm of Melia & Capella). I will indicate to him that the office at which such payments should be 
delivered is as follows: 



Please be kind enough to confirm that this is the correct address and in the shape and form to 
allow him to find your office. 

The sum involved will be somewhere between £62,000 and £82,500 Sterling which will appear to 
currently convert to something just over 15 million pesetas. You will notice that the amount in 
Sterling is rather higher than was earlier indicated to you - this is because interest has now been 
added for the month of January and I have also added a notional amount to represent the extra 
costs involved in trying to find him - this being provided for and allowed under the terms of the 
agreement that I have with him. In order to finalise the exact figure, it would be helpful to know 
from you as a matter of urgency as to the actual level of costs that have been incurred to date. I 
have already paid you some 175,000 pesetas (approximately £875 Sterling) as a working 
provision* I would hope that your own costs are well covered by this amount and that the sum 
that you hold may also cover (or at least make a contribution towards) the cost of the private 
detective. In addition to the costs that have been incurred by your goodself and your privat 
detective, there is obviously the cost of the advertisement that you are about to place. Som 
accurate forecast of my total costs as far as you and your side of the operation are concerned 
would obviously be more than helpful so that I can add this to the amount claimed against Mr 
Mabbott. 

In conclusion, may I also ask you to confirm the hours over which your office is open so that I 
may again confirm this to Mr Mabbott. Can you also please confirm that, in the event that 
payment is offered to you after the date and time that I will specify, it will be refused. Also that if 
only part payment is made, this is also refused. 

I look forward to hearing from you as soon as possible (on Monday 5th February would be most 
convenient if you are able to react quickly). I hope that you are now back in good health and 
looking forward to the Spring.
